James E. Joiner was born in Amherst county, 
Va., and died at his own home in Henry county, 
Va., March 15, 1868. For more than thirty 
years, Brother Joyner served the Church with 
great acceptability and usefulness, in various 
appointments. His abilities as a preacher, al- 
though not of the very highest order, were far 
above mediocrity. His preaching was earnest, 
pointed, and eminently practical. There were 
occasions when the power of divine grace was 
manifested in a most remarkable manner under 
his preaching, in awakening sinners, converting 
penitents, and comforting Christians. During 
the late war he served as a chaplain in the Con- 
federate States Army, and exerted among the 
officers and men an influence for good, which 
was felt and acknowledged by all. As his fail- 
ing health admonished him of the near approach 
of death, his Christian experience appeared to 
grow clearer and stronger. With simple, child- 
like confidence, he placed the interests of his 
immortality in the hands of his Saviour, and re- 
alized a perfect assurance of his eternal safety. 
Amidst great sufferings, his peace was flowing 
a river, sustained by a glorious hope of a 
blissful immortality. 

George M. Robertson died at the residence 
of Mr. Robinson Epps, in Prince George county, 
Va., July 30, 1868. Brother Robertson was re- 
ceived into the Virginia Conference as a proba- 
tioner, in 1860, and was regularly graduated to 
the office of deacon and of elder. He was a 
young man of moderate ability as a preacher, 
but was earnest and faithful in the performance 
of the duties of the ministry. His ministerial 
career was of short duration, but we trust he has 
entered upon the glorious rewards which shall 
be eternal.

This minister of the Lord Jesus has 
fallen — fallen at his post. He died gloriously, 
as the heroic Christian soldier might wish to 
die, with his armor on, and his face to the foe. 

Alexius Madob Fobsteb, long and favorably 
known as a member of the South Carolina Con- 
ference, died on the 28th of October, at the home 
of his son-in-law, the Rev. James F. Smith, near 
Cokesbury, Abbeville District, S. C. He was 
bora Nov. 19, 1787, in Brunswick county, N. C., 
and consequently at his death lacked but a few 
days of eighty-one years of age. He was born 
again in 1818. Licensed to preach in the town 
of Wilmington, N. C., June, 1809, he was near 
sixty years a minister in holy things : twenty- 
eight years in the local ranks, and thirty-two a 
traveling preacher : seventeen of the thirty-two 
active, and fifteen superannuated. As a local 
minister and teacher in the high-schools of the 
day, he was connected with, and a promoter of, 
the educational interests of the Church and 
country, and was very useful and successful : so 
that those twenty-eight years were not spent in 
vain — they bear a good record on high. His 
traveling ministry, beginning with his first ap- 
pointment to the Yorkville Circuit in 1837, and 
ending with his last — the Aiken Station in 1858 
— is graciously borne witness to by many now 
living, in and out of the Conference. As super- 
annuated, when no longer able to bear up under 
the heavy burdens of an active ministry, he la- 
bored from time to time, and from place to place, 
as far as his health and circumstances permitted ; 
so much so, that he might almost be said to have 
“ ceased at once to work and live.” It would 
be very difficult to form a correct idea of the 
influence and usefulness of a ministry like his, 
extending over a period of more than fifty-nine 
ears. In the early days of his ministry, he 
ad been associated with such men as Asoury, 
McKendree, George, and Emory. He was the 
personal friend of the Caperses, McPhersons, 
Kennedy, Spain, English, and others of that 
stamp, who belonged to the heroic age of Meth- 
odism, and left their impress upon the Church 
and world — names that we will not willingly 
let die. As a man, he was pious and devotional ; 
pure and incorruptible ; firm and decided ; pos- 
sessing all the elements which make up a prop- 
erly independent character. As a preacher, his 
style was plain and without ornament, but al- 
ways exhibiting a clear and strong common- 
sense view of his subject. In his pulpit efforts, 
he had the rare quality of brevity; but was in- 
structive and edifying, true and pithy. He 
really belonged to the old school of Methodist 
preachers in every thing — manners, dress, sim- 
plicit-y— — and thus had become one of the most 
interesting links between the past and present 
generation of our preachers. We bow our heads 
with reverence before such forms, and our hearts 



are filled with gratitude to Almighty God while 
we call to mind the memories of such men. 
Their lives were a blessing to the Church, and 
their memories remain a precious legacy, which 
we, their sons in the gospel, will most gladly 
cherish and properly perpetuate. “ The right- 
eous shall be in everlasting remembrance.” The 
end of a life so long and faithfully spent for the 
Church, could not well be otherwise than gentle, 
peaceful, and tranquil. He was one of the old- 
est, if not the oldest, member of this body. His 
remains now lie along with his grandchildren 
in the quiet cemetery of a country church — An- 
drew Chapel, near Cokesbury; and his reward 
is with Him who hath said, “ Them that honor 
me, I will honor.” i 

James Stacy was born in Lincolnton, N. C., 
Nov. 18,1807 : was converted to God in Septem- 
ber, 1822; licensed to preach in July, 1829; and 
admitted into the South Carolina Conference in 
January, 1830. Brother Stacy fairly won for 
himself, by thirty-eight years of laborious and 
unremitting labor, the title of “ Father,” and by 
his superior ability and usefulness as a preacher* 
that of a prophet, or teacher, in our Israel. In 
labors, he was “ abundant,” and in firmness and 
fixedness of purpose, he had few equals, and 
perhaps not a superior among his brethren. 
With a constitution naturally delicate, and a 
temperament nervous in the extreme, he was 
subjected to many trials in our itinerant work, 
from which he might have shrunk had he not 
also possessed that determination of character 
which enabled him to surmount every obstacle, 
and remain firmly at his post, until the last hour 
of his life. It is the deliberate judgment of 
many of his brethren, that had he yielded a few 
years ago to the suggestions of his friends, and 
rested awhile from the active duties of the min- 
istry, his valuable life might have been pro- 
longed for a few years at least. He would listen 
to no counsels but the promptings of conscience ; 
and he desired no rest but that of the grave. 
Converted to God early in life, he consecrated 
himself entirely to the service of his Master; 
and by prayer, reading, and study, he soon de- 
veloped nis mental powers to such a degree, that 
while the freshness of youth' was still upon him, 
our Bishops esteemed him worthy to be placed 
in charge of important points in our Conference 
District. In this they were not disappointed. 
He was aware of the constitutional tendencies 
of his nature, and his life was a prolonged 
struggle against them ; and he triumphed. 
Tamer natures might not be able to appreciate 
the contest and the victory ; but those who 
knew him well are prepared to testify that a 
nobler, more self-possessed and sincerely pious 
man and minister, they have rarely met. He 
was grave almost to sternness, and yet there 
were hours of relaxation in which he would un- 
bend himself to his brethren with a graceful and 
Christian cheerfulness. He had a high sense of 
personal and ministerial propriety, and never 
allowed himself to be betrayed into unseemly 
levity or imprudences of conduct. His mental 
powers were much above mediocrity ; and whilst 
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he was not distinguished for any one shining 
quality, his mind was well balanced, and well 
developed in every direction. Sound judgment 
and common sense were preeminently his distin- 
guishing characteristics. His perceptions were 
quick, and his power of analysis keen and 
searching. His sermons were clear expositions 
of the text, and generally able and exnaustive. 
He stood in the front rank of the preachers of 
the South Carolina Conference. This place he 
maintained for years. It should be added that 
his preaching was always earnest, sometimes 
eloquent, and generally attended with the divine 
unction from tne Spirit of all grace. He sought 
always to glorify God, and bring his hearers to 
a knowledge of the truth as it is in Christ Jesus. 
As a pastor, he was diligent and laborious. 
Many souls, saved by grace through his pastoral 
efforts, have preceded him to the kingdom of 
glory to which he has gone. As an administra- 
tive officer, he excelled ; and he has left the im- 
press of his far-reaching views and practical 
common sense upon many of the interests of the 
Conference and the Church. He was one of the 
originators of the financial system of this Con- 
ference, always a member of the Board, and for 
several years before, and at the time of his 
death, its chairman. It will be remembered by 
this Conference with what carefulness and pre- 
cision he managed this important interest of the 
Church. Several times a member of the General 
Conference, he served the Church with ability 
and fidelity in this her highest legislative coun- 
cil. But perhaps we cannot obtain a clearer 
view of the esteem in which he was held by this 
Conference and the presiding Bishops, than by 
referring to the successive appointments which 
he filled for more than a third of a century 
within its bounds. He was admitted on trial at 
the close of 1830; ordained deacon, 1832, and 
elder, 1834. In 1831, he was appointed to Mor- 
ganton Circuit; 1832, Enoree; 1833, Laurens; 
1834, Pendleton; 1835, Cheraw Station; 1836, 
Camden; 1837, Georgetown; 1838 and 1839, 
Fayetteville; 1840, Agent for Cokesbury School 
and Piandolph Macon College; 1841, Charleston; 
1842, Wilmington; 1843 and 1844, Trinity, 
Charleston; 1845 and 1846, Cheraw District; 
1847 and 1848, Fayetteville District; 1849, Co- 
lumbia Station; 1850, Trinity, Charleston; 1851 
and 1852, Georgetown Station; 1853 and 1854, 
Marion; 1855 and 1856, Camden; 1857, Char- 
lotte; 1858 and 1859, Cumberland, Charleston; 
1860, Orangeburg District; 1861 and 1862, Spar- 
tanburg Station ; 1863, Bethel and Spring Street, 
Charleston; 1864, Concord Station; 1865, Char- 
lotte; 1866, Pineville Circuit; 1867 and 1868, 
Sumter Station. In this latter place, after 
struggling like a Christian hero against the in- 
roads of disease, and utterly refusing to relax 
his efforts so long as he was able to stand or 
preach, he gradually sunk to the peaceful rest 
of the grave May 29, 1868. His last illness was 
long and painful, so painful that his excellent 
wife, in writing to a friend and relative con- 
cerning it, holds this language: “He suffered so 
much that I felt at one time that it would be 
sweet to see him die, especially when I would 



fear that he would lose his mind. I knew not 
how hard it would he to say that long good-bye." 
All this was borne with patient resignation to 
the will of God. During his illness, he said to 
his devoted wife, “You will write to the Con- 
ference, and tell my brethren, I am a sinner 
saved by grace. I regret that I have not done 
more, but I have a consciousness that I have 
done the best I could.” She adds, “He com- 

S lained of sore throat on Wednesday and Thurs- 
ay, and swallowed with great difficulty, and 
talked very little. Occasionally he would re- 
peat passages of Scripture and lines of hymns, 
as if he were talking to himself. The last that 
he said was, ‘Harvest home! welcome! The 
Lord is my righteousness.’ He appeared to be 
dying all Thursday night, and breathed his last 
about half-past eleven on Friday. He appeared 
to be conscious to the last moment, hut his 
tongue was paralyzed, which prevented his talk- 
ing; his pulse was very strong; his eye was 
very bright, and was not dimmed in death.” 

John Piper Morris was born in Devon, 
England, Jan. 30, 1846. The most of his early 
life was spent in Hamilton, Canada, whither his 
father emigrated while John was yet a child. 
He was carefully and piously trained from in- 
fancy, and under these influences gave his heart 
to God when but ten years of age. Some time 
after this, his interest in spiritual things seems to 
have declined ; but at the age of seventeen years, 
under a gracious revival of religion that visited 
the Church where he worshiped, he reconse- 
crated his heart and life to God. Not long after 
his reclamation, he declared his conviction that 
he was called of God to preach ; and guided by 
the sound counsels of his father, himself a local 
minister of the Wesleyan Church, he commenced 
preparing for the work. While thus engaged, 
it pleased God to afflict him with bleeding of 
the lungs, premonitory symptom of that insidi- 
ous disease which had carried his mother to a 
premature grave. His physician advised his 
removal to the Southern States, and the provi- 
dence of God directed him to the field where he 
labored during the brief period he was permitted 
to exercise his ministry. On his arrival in 
Charleston, S. C., he was advised by his physi- 
cian to abandon the pulpit as the only means 
of prolonging his life. His decision of this 
matter reveals his character. After a few days 
spent in prayerful consideration, he announced 
to a friend, “I have deliberately resolved that 
if my life lasts but one year, I will spend that 
year in preaching the gospel.” Prophetic words, 
how soon to be fulfilled ! Pursuing his purpose, 
he engaged at once to supply a vacancy in the 
village of Summerville, where his labors were 
crowned with great success, and thirty members 
were brought into the Church. At the session 
of the South Carolina Conference held in Marion, 
December, 1866, he was received on trial, and 
appointed to Aiken. Here his pulpit efforts 
were highly gratifying to his appreciative con- 
gregation. and he was soon endeared in a re- 
markable manner to the entire community. At 
the Conference held in Morganton a year ago, 
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he was examined on the studies of the first and 
second years, giving evidence of extraordinary 
learning and ability, and was ordained deacon 
twelve months after his admission on trial. Ap- 
pointed to Darlington, he reached his charge 
with shattered and ruined health. His zeal in 
pulpit and pastoral labor, and intense devotion 
to study the previous year, had fearfully accel- 
erated the disease that was preying upon his 
life; still he was hopeful and cheerful. His 
strength permitted him to preach but once to 
his new congregation. His friends supposed he 
would linger for months in the feebleness and 
suffering of consumption; but God in mercy or- 
dered otherwise; and on the morning of Jan. 24, 
1868, while sitting in his chair, with his head 
reclined on the bosom of a young friend, his 
spirit calmly passed to God. So lived and so 
died our beloved Morris. A stranger in a 
strange land, he made warm friends wherever 
he went. His gentlemanly deportment, his cul- 
ture and polish, his humility, purity, and intel- 
ligent zeal, won his way to the esteem and to 
the hearts of all who knew him. His brilliant 
intellect, his pure taste, his graceful manner, 
seemed to marie him for distinction ; and these 
gifts, all sanctified as they were by divine grace, 
promised great usefulness to the Church, had his 
life been spared. His zeal urged him to the 
front of the militant host, and he went down in 
the thickest of the fight, but he fell a glorious 
victor.

John Walker Glenn was born in Oglethorpe 
county, Ga., April 25, 1797, and died at his home 
in Vann’s Valley, Floyd county, Ga., April 20, 
1868. The date of his conversion is not known 
precisely, but shortly after his marriage he pro- 
fessed religion and joined the M. E. Church. 
“Liberty to exhort”' was granted him Dec. 15, 
1825, by Benjamin Rhodes, P. E. He was

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licensed to preach by the Athens District Con- 
ference, Nov. 2, 1826; William Arnold, P. E. 
He was ordained deacon by Bishop Hedding, 
at Antioch Church, Harmony Grove Circuit, 
Dec. 4, 1831 ; elder at Watkinsville Camp-ground, 
by Bishop Andrew, 1836. He traveled the Wat- 
kinsville Circuit during 1836-7. At the close 
of his second year he was admitted into full 
connection, and appointed Presiding Elder upon 
the Cherokee District, which work he served the 
succeeding four years. During the next four 
years he was Presiding Elder upon the Athens 
District. In 1840, and in 1847, he was upon 
the Watkinsville Circuit, and in 1848, upon the 
Dahlonega District. In 1849-51, he served as 
Presiding Elder upon the Macon District; the 
next four years upon the Augusta District; the 
three following upon the Macon District again. 
In 1859, he was upon the Cassville Circuit, and 
during the next four years upon the Rome Dis- 
trict, where he did his last service as Presiding 
Elder. At the close of 1863, he asked and ob- 
tained a superannuated relation. During the 
year 1867, he had charge of the Cedar Town 
Station, and undertook the same work this year, 
but was early summoned from toil to rest, and 
closed a life of devotion to God and the Church, 
as sets the sun when its appointed circuit is 
passed, with its “ round of rays complete,” hut 
mellowed and softened, a type of that purity 
and gentleness which illustrates the maturity of 
grace upon earth, and foreshadows its coming 
luster. He was, intellectually, a man among 
men— excelled by many in some one quality of 
mind, few equalled ana none surpassed him in 
that harmonious blending of intellectual quali- 
ties which saves alike from the aberrations of 
genius and the blunders of mediocrity. Self- 
poised, ever watchful and observant, he was 
ready for every emergency, and was never sur- 
prised by its suddenness, nor overmatched by 
its magnitude. His judgment was rarely at 
fault, and his conclusions in matters of Church 
business and law were always respected and 
seldom reversed. We say not too much when 
we assert that no man in Georgia has done more 
in diffusing among preachers and people right 
views in regard to Methodist economy, and in 
securing among us a uniform administration of 
law. This estimate of Brother Glenn is fully 
shown and its justness fully vindicated in his 
appointment to the Presiding Eldership at the 
same session of the Conference that he was ad- 
mitted into full connection, and that he was re- 
tained in this important and responsible position 
nearly all his itinerant life. When constitu- 
tional or legal questions were to be explained 
or defended, he was always ranked as the peer 
of the safest and wisest men amongst us. As a 
man, he was eminently social and genial, full 
of blithesome humor, without levity or frivolity, 
investing the fireside with a charm that at- 
tracted all hearts, and diffused a universal gleam 
of satisfaction. As a preacher, he was unique — 
he had no model — for his preaching was the 
outgrowth of his own mode of thinking, and 
his style, if not up to the niceties of the books, 
was always clear and vigorous. His preaching 



was eminently scriptural and spiritual. He un- 
derstood, for he had well studied, the doctrines 
of the Bible, and preached them with the demon- 
stration of the Spirit and with power. He was 
original without eccentricity, and did not ped- 
dle other men’s thoughts, but drawing upon his 
own secret place of thunder, proved himself a 
minister not of men, but of God, called and set 
apart to this great work. But his work is done, 
and we use no flattering words when we say it 
was well and faithfully done. The hardest 
struggle of his long and noble life — for so he 
loved his high and holy calling, so he loved the 
souls for which Jesus died, so he longed to 
please his Master, to proclaim his grace, the 
power of his cross, his resurrection, the glory 
of his regal and mediatorial reign — was to con- 
clude that he could preach no more. As the 
old veteran laid his armor by, he wept that he 
had made his last encampment with the hosts of 
God upon earth — it grieved him to tears to know 
that never again would he wield the sword of 
the Spirit against the world, the flesh, and the 
devil, marshaled against God and his Christ. A 
man so ready to live and to labor could but be 
ready to depart : to live was Christ, and to die was 
gain. His last year’s work was one of zeal and 
industry — unabated to the last. He attended 
to all the duties of a preacher, small and great. 
His ministrations from the pulpit were faithful, 
and earnest, and successful. His zeal, fresh and 
lively as in years agone, carried his tottering 
frame from house to house, with words of love 
and exhortation. With a shepherd’s care for 
his flock, he neglected none ; a regular attend- 
ant upon the Sabbath-school, he cared for the 
lambs, and held forth the words of life to all. 
Such a man needs no other eulogy than a faith- 
ful recital of his long and faithful labors in the 
patience of faith, and for the kingdom of heav- 
en’s sake. His noblest epitaph is his life. 

T. J. Embry was horn in Wilkes county, Ga., 
April 24, 1826; was converted, and joined the 
M. E. Church, South, Oct. 5, 1845; joined the 
Georgia Conference 1859; was ordained deacon 
December 18, of the same year, at Rome, Ga. ; 
ordained elder Nov. 19, 1865, at Macon, Ga. 
He traveled the Carrollton Circuit in 1860 ; 
Campbellton in 1861 and 1862; Troup' Circuit 
in 1863, 1864, and 1865 ; Heard Circuit in 1866 
and 1867. He preached his last sermon at Cor- 
inth, Heard county, Ga., in March, 1867; and 
after a severe and protracted sickness of eleven 
months, died of consumption, in Troup county, 
March 1, 1868, in great peace. We can say for 
Brother Embry, that for devotion to the Master’s 
work, that for zeal and consistency in the per- 
formance of hi3 ministerial labors, for singleness 
of purpose, he was eminently distinguished. 
He did indeed love his work, and his early 
death was, in the estimation of many, hastened 
by his untiring, unceasing zeal which made him 
abundant in labors, and taxed his endurance 
too much. He was emphatically a minister 
who preached Christ and him crucified. He 
sought not to please the world with honeyed 
phrases, and the Church by gently passing over 
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its frivolities and departures from the right, but 
was ever earnest, and honest, and outspoken, as 
one who expected to give account. In the pul- 
pit, preferring the solid argument to the rounded 
periods of rhetoric, he convinced his hearers of 
the truth, as he proclaimed it with his own soul 
all aglow, and the love of Christ constraining 
him. Brother Embrv was well satisfied, at the 
first appearance of his disease, that recovery 
was hopeless. He murmured not through those 
long, weary months, of his sore affliction, but 
was submissive to the will of that God in whom 
he had so long trusted, and the great regret felt 
and expressed was, that he could no longer point 
sinners to Christ. When asked if he was “ will- 
ing to die," he seemed astonished at the ques- 
tion, and with the readiness of a faith strong 
and unfaltering, replied, “ Of course, for I have 
peace with Goa through our Lord Jesus Christ." 
A little while preceding his dissolution, he called 
his family about him, and for the last time gave 
to each in turn a husband’s and a father’s ad- 
monition, and thinking that from indications 
he was threatened with hemorrhage, he called, 
in a feeble, almost inarticulate voice, upon his 
family and friends to unite with him in praying 
that the struggle might soon be over, exclaim- 
ing, “ 0 Death ! welcome ! welcome ! " Thus he 
passed away — his work done, all his labors 
ended — ready and prepared for the change. 



Lemuel Q. Allen died at his home, in Daw- 
son county, Ga., Aug. 11, 1868. He was born 
in Habersham county, Ga., June 1, 1825; em- 
braced the religion he inculcated from the pul- 
pit, and exemplified in his life, Oct. 19, 1849; 
was licensed to preach Dec. 15, 1851, and en- 
tered the Conference in 1852. He was actively 
engaged as an itinerant for sixteen years. Called 
to the high vocation of the ministry upon his 
conversion, he brought to the discharge of its 
sacred obligations none of the aids which early 
culture and mental discipline afford. He conse- 
crated, however, to this great work, unreserv- 
edly, a vigorous mind, ana an honest and noble 
heart, and soon became an effectual, as well as 
faithful, herald of the cross. His pulpit minis- 
trations were characterized by simplicity of 
manner'and solidity of matter. He was zealous, 
faithful, and energetic in discharging the duties 
of every department of his ministerial office. 
Thoroughly imbued with the spirit of the Mas- 
ter he served, and the religion he taught, he la- 
bored upon large circuits, often with a meager 
support, without a murmur against the authority 
that imposed the labor, or tne ingratitude that 
withheld the support. Endowea with social 
qualities of a high order, he was ardently at- 
tached to his brethren of the Conference. Pe- 
culiarly happy in his domestic relations, he 
loved his wife and children with a devotion that 
approximated the romantic. Full of faith and 
the Holy Ghost, he preached the gospel in the 
demonstration of tne Spirit. Comparatively 
young, full of hope, vigor, and energy, he loved 
the struggles which life’s conflicts presented; 
yet, 



He the young and brave, who cherished 
Noble longings for the strife, 

By the wayside fell and perished, 

Weary with the march of life. 

In the early part of the year 1867, while en- 
gaged on the Cumming Circuit, he was attacked 
with that dreadful disease — cancer — which ap- 
peared on his lip. It rapidly developed, spread- 
ing over and destroying nis face, and terminated 
in his death Aug. 11, 1868. His sufferings, 
physical and mental, continued for a period of 
eighteen months. They were intense to a de- 
gree which it seldom falls to the lot of hu«nanity 
to endure. These lie bore with a submission and 
patience for which the world’s philosophy fur- 
nishes no solution. The faith of the gospel 
alone could enable him to bear them. For a 
long time hope struggled with despair ; but he 
became satisfied at length that he must die, and 
for some months before his death, day by day, 
and hour by hour, he was confronted by the 
King of Terrors ; and as each sacred tendril that 
bound him to wife, and children, and friends, 
and time, was severed from a bleeding heart, 
he still murmured, “ Not my will, but thine be 
done.” He evinced much concern for the com- 
fort of his most amiable and devoted wife, and 
the education of his children. He never had a 
doubt of his acceptance with God, but realized 
the constant witness of the Spirit, and rejoiced 
daily in the triumphs of the Christian faith. 
He desired Brother Anthony to bear to this 
Conference this message : “ Tell my brethren of 
the Conference that L. Q. Allen never shirked 
duty; that the religion I preached to others, 
comforted me in the severest affliction, and gave 
me triumph in death. Tell them to remember 
my wife and children, and meet me in heaven.” 
He entered the field, in the conflict with death, 
a hero, and left it a victor.

James B. Jackson was born and brought up 
in Clarke county, Ga. Until fourteen years of 
age, he knew not that he had ever seen a Bible. 
About that time a friend taught him his letters, 
and gave him a copy of the New Testament. 
This, without assistance, he spelled through. 
His efforts and success in this particular show 



what true genius, with constant application, 
may accomplish. We know not the exact time 
of his conversion, or his admission into the Con- 



ference. He was, however, about thirty years 
in the ministry. He rapidly rose, and soon was 
called to fill prominent places in the Georgia 
Conference, and for several years was a Professor 
in Andrew Female College. In Florida, he was 
called to fill some of our most important fields 
of labor. At the time of his death, he was Pre- 
siding Elder on the Jacksonville District. In 
intellect he was one of the first men of his age. 
Without an instructor, he had mastered three or 
four languages, while performing all the work 
of an itinerant preacher. His style of preaching 
was unique — not fluent; yet every sentence 
seemed to carry new ideas to the minds of his 
hearers; and when animated, he was truly elo- 
quent. In conversation, though generally silent, 
when called out, he exhibited powers rarely 
equaled. In doctrine he was profound, and 
especially upon the doctrine of God’s special 
providence he was one of the clearest expounders 
and strongest believers we have ever met. His 
last labors were performed in Jacksonville. In 
the morning he preached with great power on 
God’s providence, and in the evening, by request, 
upon the sin against the Holy Ghost. On Tues- 
day morning, Feb. 18, he took the cars for home. 
At Baldwin he was severely crushed by the cars. 
He immediately realized his situation, and told

his friends, “ My work is done ; carry me where 
I can be quiet, and settle my temporal business. 
My spiritual matters are all right.” He was 
carried to Lake City, where that night he peace- 
fully breathed his last. Thus passed from earth 
one of our most gifted brothers, one of the purest 
Christians, and most lovely spirits we have ever 
met. Lovely in life, in death triumphant. 

William McKay was a native of Scotland, 
and came to America in early life. His family 
settled in Rome, Ga. He entered the army in 
the late war, and lost an eye in the service of 
his country. He was a Christian in the army, 
and he was a Christian when he came home. 
Feeling called of God to preach, and not having 
educational qualifications which he deemed nec- 
essary, he entered the family of the Rev. Josephus 
Anderson, and pursued his studies under his 
direction. He was afterward employed as a 
supply on the Aucilla Mission, ana labored so 
acceptably that his return was unanimously de- 
sired. Their desire was granted by Bishop 
Pierce. After his return, he labored earnestly 
and successfully until disease fastened upon him 
and compelled him to desist from active service. 
After lingering patiently a few weeks, the Mas- 
ter called him home, and he entered upon his 
reward. He lived and died well.

B. F. Perry. 1. 

Benjamin Franklin Perry was born of pious 
parents, in Talbot county, Ga., Feb. 13, 1836. 
The influences around his early life were all of 
a religious character, and when quite a boy he 
made a profession of religion. In January, 
1853, he entered Emory College, Oxford, at that 
time under the administration of Bishop Pierce. 
It was during this portion of his life that he 
first felt convinced of his duty to preach. He 
matured the subject well, and did not, at first, 
gain his consent to give up his hopes of worldly 
promotion. He finally consented, nowever, and, 
in accordance with the advice of Bishop Pierce, 
determined to join the Texas Conference. He 
graduated in 1855, sharing the first honor of his 
class, and about that time was licensed to preach. 
In 1856 — his twentieth year — he received his 
first appointment in the Texas Conference. He 
rose rapidly to promotion. In 1858, he was 
married to Miss Margaret Gather McLester, of 
Oxford, Georgia. It was a happy union ; for 
she was always prompt to render him that assist- 
ance which only a wife can offer. In 1861, he 
filled the Austin Station with great credit to 
himself. Prompted by the impulse of a Chris- 
tian patriot, he determined, after removing his 
family to Alabama, where they would be better 
cared for, to enter the army as chaplain. With 
the 37th Alabama Regiment, James F. Dowdell, 
(now President of East Alabama College,) Colo- 
nel commanding, he spent the eventful years of 
1862 and 1863, sharing the hardships of the 
Vicksburg siege. Having resigned nis chap- 
laincy, he was appointed, in 1864, a missionary 
to Johnson’s army. In 1865, he was transferred 
to the Montgomery Conference, and stationed at 
Lowndesboro ; the appointment which he held 
at the time of his death. He was for two years 
in charge of the Female College, during one of 
which he filled the station. His health began 
to decline about the first of June of this year. 
He refused to rest, though it was manifest that 
he was overtaxing his strength. About the last 
of July, he was compelled to desist. His last 
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sermon was on the Atonement. ^ He went to 
Auburn, the home of his father s family , and 
early friends. Here, on the morning of Septem- 
ber 23, a bright, beautiful morning, his immortal - 
spirit took its everlasting flight. A few days < 
before his death, when he felt he must die, he i 
sent for his beloved brother in the ministry, Rev . < 

Mark L. Andrews. As Brother Andrews walked ] 
into the room, Brother Perry said, “ I have sent 
for you to receive my last message to my breth- 
ren in the Conference.” He was composed, but 
exultant. While conversing upon the last years 
of his ministry, he spoke ot the Atonement, and 
the accounts which he had been reading, in Ste- 
vens’s History of Methodism, of the triumph- 
ant deaths of the early Wesleyan preachers. 
“My brother,” said he, “so full was I of the 
idea of the efficacy and the completeness of the 
atonement made for us, that I felt I could throw 
myself on it, go to the judgment, and challenge 
the justice of God to save me.” In a subsequent 
conversation, Brother Andrews said to him, 

“ Brother Perry, tell me what word I shall use 
when I tell the brethren how you died? ” Paus- 
ing a moment, as the recollection of his many 
conflicts with sin came over his mind, and he 
remembered that he was now to meet the last 
enemy, a consciousness of strength in the blood 
of Christ lit up his countenance, and with the 
spirit of a soldier he said, “ Triumph.”

Philip P. Neely was born in Rutherford 
county, Tenn., Sept. 9, 1819, converted Sept. 9, 

1836, and died in the city of Mobile, Ala., Nov. 
9,. 1868. He was admitted into the itinerancy 
and joined the Tennessee Conference Sept. 9, 

1837, and appointed junior preacher on Jackson 
Circuit, West Tennessee. In 1840, at the divis- 
ion of the Tennessee Conference, he became a 
member of the Memphis Conference, and was 
stationed at Holly Springs, Miss., Oct., 1841. 
He was then transferred to the Tennessee Con- 
ference. During the two years immediately fol- 
lowing, he was stationed in the city of Hunts- 
ville, Ala., and in the year succeeding was ap- 
pointed President of the Columbia Female Col- 
lege, and two years after traveled as agent of 
the Transylvania University. In 1848, he was 
transferred to the Alabama Conference, since 
which time some of the most prominent and 
important stations within the oounds of the 
Conference have received the benefits of his 
labors. In person, Dr. Neely was above ordi- 
nary stature, and his bearing was commanding 
and attractive. In the pulpit, his manner was 
marked by perfect ease and grace, and his voice 
was peculiar for its melody and compass. His

style of preaching was highly ornate, and com- 
bining within himself the powers of successful 
declamation, he was eminently fitted to address 
large assemblies on popular occasions, seldom, if 
ever, failing to acquit himself to the satisfaction, 
and even delight, of all — frequently thrilling 
his audiences with the eloquent utterances of his 
gifted tongue. Though his style of preaching 
was, for the most part, highly embellished, and 
richly festooned with the most gorgeous imagery, 
yet nothing unsound in sentiment or heterodox 
m doctrine marked or marred his discourse. He 
was capable of successful and powerful extem- 
poraneous effort, yet most of his sermons 
preached in the latter portion of his ministry 
were carefully written out and delivered from 
manuscript, and we think it the opinion of the 
thousands who have sat under his ministry that, 
as a reader, he has seldom, if ever, been sur- 
passed. In temperament he was singularly kind, 
affable, and as a friend, ever true and steadfast. 
Having that charity which “ suffereth long and 
is kind, is not easily provoked, thinketh no evil, 
beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth 
all things, endureth all things,” he was ever 
disposed to put the very best construction upon 
the conduct of others. The law of kindness 
was on his lips, and spoke through his life. 
Being eminently catholic in sentiment and feel- 
ing, he exhibited affectionate and fraternal re- 
gard for all the people of God. He was seldom 
absent from the annual meeting of his brethren 
of the Mobile Conference, and expressed, as we 
are informed, an ardent desire to be with us at 
our present Conference. In the providence of 
God, this has, however, been denied him, but it 
becomes us to bow with adoring submission to 
the behests of Him who doeth all things well.. 
Autumn before last, he was attacked by yellow 
fever, from the effects of which, it is thought, he 
never fully recovered. His last illness lasted 
about one week, during which he suffered much 
from excessive nervous prostration. Thus, in 
the forty-ninth year of his age, the thirtieth of 
his ministry, and in the zenith of his strength 
and fame, Philip P. Neely has passed from our 
midst, and his spirit has gone to take part in the 
spiritual and eternal verities of another world. 
With the message, “ Tell my brethren I die in 
the faith„ and true to my Church,” lingering 
upon his quivering lip, he breathed his last, ana 
passed away. 

Johh Daltoh Fisher was born at Newbern, 
N. C., July 31, 1802, and died at the residence 
of the Rev. J. F. Tarrant, in Dayton, Ala., Sept. 
7, 1868. Our brother united himself with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 1837, was admit- 
ted into the Alabama Conference in 1843, was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew in 1845, 
and elder by Bishop Soule in 1847. Through 
all his ministerial life, he was pronounced, on 
every work he served, an acceptable preacher, 
and his return was always anxiously sought. 
The three stations of Demopolis, Prattville, and. 
Wetumpka, each, enjoyed his ministrations for 
a number of years. His last year’s service as 
an itinerant was at the Demopolis Station in 
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1866. During this year, his rapidly declining 
strength necessitated his withdrawal from active 
service in the itinerant ministry, and he was 
placed on the superannuated list at the session _ 
of the Mobile Conference for that year. From F 
the time of his withdrawal from active service * 
until his death, he resided in Dayton, where his g 
declining health was anxiously watched by his 8 
many friends, and where his godly walk and ^ 
holv conversation left their impress upon the i 
people. In speaking of the life and services of C 
our deceased brother, we cannot do better than 
transcribe the following extract from the New 
Orleans Christian Advocate, written by one who 
knew him well : “ Called, like the apostles, right 
out from among the people, in his manhood, . 
well acquainted with men and the world, he ; 
was after the true type a preacher— not a mere 
student or a lecturer. He had a healthy mind, 
full of good sense. His manner was in keeping 
with the natural and hearty conception he had 
of life; it was singularly open and pleasing. 
The very tones of his voice indicated the ingen- 
uousness of his nature, and the volume ot Chris- 
tian love which the touch of the Holy Spirit had 
evoked. His deliberate thoughtfulness never 
forsook him, and one can imagine that even 
down to the margin, and in the ford, he knew 
on what promises he was trusting. Another 
excellent trait was his moderation — he was de- 
cided, but not excessive in any degree. Such a 
balance secured him many friends ; indeed, we 
suppose, he had no enemies. The easy dignity 
of his address was as marked in private as in 
the pulpit. So natural and pleasant a compan- 
ion was always welcome to the houses of the 
people. Both as a pastor and a friend, he was a 
great favorite with the young. Where such men 
go we all wish to go. As they have made up 
the best company of earth, so they increase the 
attractiveness of heaven. The whole career of 
this godly man is a most triumphant vindication 
of the doctrines of Methodism, and a much 
more than ordinary demonstration of their sav- 
ing power. He fought a good fight.

Thomas Owens was born in South Caro- 
lina, Jan. 8, 1787, and was the son of Thomas 
and Frances Owens. His parents brought him 
to the Natchez country when young, and settled 
in what is now Jefferson county. Thomas was 
a peculiar youth, having, as the gift of nature, 
unusual vivacity, wit, and humor. In early 
manhood, this exuberance of a noble and gener- 
ous nature was perverted to vicious purposes, 
and he became addicted to profanity, occasional 
drunkenness, Sabbath-breaking, and horse-rac- 
ing. When intoxicated, he was rude and noisy, 
and, on one occasion, while riding an impromptu 
race, was thrown from his horse and nearly 
killed. But, in the midst of all his extravagant 
folly, he often felt the anguish of an awakened 
conscience, and the foreboding of coming retri- 
bution if he persisted in sin. In his twenty- 
fourth year, he was awakened to a subduing 
sense of his guilt and danger, and became an 
earnest seeker of salvation from sin. As a pre- 
liminary step, he united with the Church, in 
1810, under the pastorate of the Rev. Miles 
Harper, and was soon after converted while 
kneeling to receive the holy communion. He 
was soon encouraged by his brethren to take an 
active part in the social meetings of the Church, 
where he successfully commenced those extraor- 
dinary labors which made him so conspicuous in 
after life. At an informal meeting held at the 
house of the Rev. NewitVick, by the preachers 
of the Tennessee Conference, who labored in the 
Mississippi District south of the Indian nations, 
he was admitted into the traveling connection, 
Nov. 1, 1813, and was effective seventeen years, 



during which time he traveled four years in Ala- 
bama, four years in Louisiana, west of the Missis- 
sippi, and nine years in various parts of Missis- 
sippi. He was on the superannuated list thirty- 
eight years, but most of that time he rendered 
efhcient service as a self-supporting minister. As 
his wasted strength, advanced age, and domestic 
circumstances, would not justify his continuance 
on the effective list, he several times intimated 
his willingness to locate, but his co-laborers 
would never consent to his location. God had 
given them their Thomas Owens ; they appreci- 
ated the gift, and would not yield it up until 
reclaimed by the original donor. On Jan. 8, 
1828, he was happily united in marriage with 
Mrs. Rebecca Calvit, a lady every way qualified, 
by education, active piety, and worldly compe- 
tency, to be the wife of the labor-worn itiner- 
ant. He was a universal favorite with the 
older members of the Mississippi Conference, 
and was the center of attraction at our annual 
sessions. The older Bishops loved him as a son, 
and on account of his genial temper and spon- 
taneous repartee, allowed him to be a sort of 
privileged character in the Conference-room ; 
and he in turn looked on them with the great- 
est respect and veneration. All who have suc- 
ceeded him in his different fields of ministerial 
labor, know what a deep and lasting impression 
his preaching and other kindred exercises made 
on the minds of all classes. He had learned by 
experience and practical observation all the av- 
enues leading to the human heart, and he knew 
how to touch every cord of human sympathy. 
His native wit and genius cropped out every- 
where. He said what other men said, and 
preached the same doctrines his brethren 
reached, but it was all said and preached in 
is own peculiar and attractive style. His ge- 
nial face, the indescribable intonations of his 
voice, his apt illustrations and gestures, all 
combined to keep up an interest in his hearers. 
His elegant home at Rocky Springs was long 
the abode of Christian hospitality, and he and 
Sister Owens delighted to employ their ample 
means in doing good, until they were swept' 
away by the late war. His health had been 
manifestly declining for several years, and his 
disease was finally developed as cancer of the 
stomach, from which he suffered much. But he 
bore all with true Christian fortitude and resig- 
nation, desiring only to be entirely ready when 
the Master called him to go. With characteris- 
tic simplicity, he said to a friend, just before his 
speech failed, “ My way to heaven is as straight 
as a line.” He died July 1, 1868, aged eighty- 
one and a half years. He had been a member 
of the Church fifty-eight years, and a preacher 
fifty-five. But few men of his talents ever ac- 
complished a similar amount of good. 

Hardy Mullins was born near Milledgeville, 
Ga., December 22, 1788, and died near Crystal 
Springs, Copiah county, Miss., Sept. 27, 1868. 
He removed from Georgia to Lawrence county, 
Miss., in 1821 ; thence to Copiah county, in 1830; 
thence to Rankin county, in 1847 ; and thence 
back to Copiah county, in 1860. He married

Miss Elizabeth Douglass, in Georgia, in 1809, by 
whom he had six children. She died many 
years ago, and left but two surviving children. 
He married Mrs. Mary E. Sexton, in Copiah 
county, in 1863, who survives him. He joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in 1803 ; was 
licensed as a local preacher in 1825, and joined 
the Mississippi Conference in 1828, and contin- 
ued a member until his death. Few men ever 
lived in this State who did more good for the 
cause of religion and morality , within his sphere 
of action, than Hardy Mullins. He was de- 
voted to his Church, its ordinances and usages, 
and he endeavored in all things to live up to 
its requirements. His mission was to do good 
to the souls of men. He insisted on a renewed 
heart, and a total surrender of all the passions 
and feelings to God. No man had fewer com- 
promises to make with sin. He was unyielding 
in his exactions, and demanded the performance 
of man’s whole duty, as he performed himself. 
In uttering the truth, he was bold and fearless ; 
and amid the most adverse and discouraging 
circumstances he never faltered, but strength- 
ened by the honest conviction that he was in 
the line of his duty, because the Lord com- 
manded him, he pressed onward, looking neither 
to the right nor the left, sustained and cheered 
by the sweet promises of his Saviour. His 
leisure hours he gave to the study of the Bible 
and writings of the fathers of the Methodist 
Church. Profane literature had no charms for 
him ; it was only the pages of religious books 
that enlisted his attention. His education was 
limited, but his intellect, by nature, was strong 
and active, and by application and study he 
became familiar with the standard works of his 
Church, and it has been often said that no man 
in the State better understood the doctrines of 
his Church than himself. As a minister, he was 
useful. He traveled over a large tract of 
country, and preached daily to congregations 
whom he edified. The physical labor he per- 
formed was truly great, and the privations he 
suffered were any thing but pleasant ; yet he 
discharged his duty, and rarely ever failed to 
meet his appointments. In after years, when 
he was unable to perform such labors, he was 
still most useful in his ministerial work. He 
was attractive and interesting as a speaker; 
bold, original, and somewhat eccentric, he sel- 
dom failed to have a good audience. He never 
attempted to utter any thing beyond the simple 

g ospel truth, illustrated in his peculiar and 
omely manner, that had a telling effect upon 
his hearers ; and though decided in his opinions, 
for which he would have suffered martyrdom, yet 
he could not be induced to enter into a religious 
controversy with ministers of other denomina- 
tions. In his intercourse with the world he was 
affable, frank, and agreeable, and of fine social 
qualities, though he never forgot that he was a 
minister, nor did he, by word or deed, belie his 
calling. No man ever lived who had fewer 
contentions or troubles with his fellow-men. 
During the time he was a member of the Con- 
ference, no charge or complaint was ever made 
against him. He never amassed wealth. He 



had as little respect for mere position as any 
man that ever lived. Wealth, honor, and fame 
had no hold upon him. He judged men by 
their walk and conversation — according to the 
Bible standard. He was content when strug- 
gling for his daily bread ; for he felt that God 
was good, and that in his good time all would 
be well. He always had friends and admirers, 
to whom he was a welcome guest at all times, 
and who never failed to be edified by his Chris- 
tian conversation. He was a kind husband and 
parent, a good neighbor, and a true and steady 
friend. He never let misfortunes dim his friend- 
ship. In all the various relations of life in 
which he was called to act, he discharged his 
duty to the very best of his ability, and in the 
fear of God. 



Peter E. Greek died at Brookhaven, Miss., 
in Feb., 1868, after a very painful and protracted 
illness. He was a native of Madison county, 
Tenn., and was received into the Mississippi 
Conference in 1844, when about thirty years of 
age, and was placed upon the Greensboro Cir- 
cuit. Without following up his history through 
the varied scenes incident to an itinerant preach- 
er’s life, it will suffice to say that he was a zealous 
and successful laborer in the vineyard of the Lord. 
During his ministerial career, extending, as will 
be seen, over a period of twenty years, he received 
several thousand members into the Church. The 
reading of his private journal, to which the 
writer has had access, shows him to have been 
a man of prayer. He was not fortunate in the 
management of his secular concerns; he lived 
and died poor. His last hours furnished a tri- 
umphant vindication of the truth of the Chris- 
tian religion. His end was glorious. He loved 
his brethren of the Conference, and sent to them , 
many kind messages. “Tell them the shores 
are not dark ; I shall pass safely over ; the 
waters will not overflow.” Thus passed away 
this faithful, zealous Christian minister.

John Hunter was born Jan. 7, 1783; joined 
the Methodist Church and professed religion in 
1803; was licensed to exhort in 1813, and to 
preach in 1815; joined the South Carolina Con- 
ference in 1825; was ordained a deacon at Mil- 
ledgeville, Ga., by Bishop Soule, in 1829, filling 
important appointments in that Conference to 
the close of 1837, when he was transferred to 
the Alabama Conference, where he labored with 



his usual success until the close of 1847, when 
he received a supernumerary relation. That 
year he removed to Mississippi, and was trans- 
ferred to the Memphis Conference in 1848 — filled 
two effective appointments in this Conference, 
and was again made a supernumerary in 1851, 
which relation was continued until 1857, when 
he was superannuated, in which relation he was 
continued until his death, which occurred at his 
home in Calhoun county, Miss., Oct. 23, 1868. 
He bore his last illness with Christian fortitude, 
and in his dying moments gave cheerful as- 
surances to his family and friends that he was 
well prepared for the change. Father Hunter 
was a good man and true, and devoted always 
to the cause of God. He was a useful and ac- 
ceptable preacher. Thus, after a long and labo- 
rious life in the ministry, this servant of God 
passed away in peace from earth to his rest and 
reward in heaven. 

Reuben Ellis died at his home, near Rienzi, 
Miss., Feb. 5, 1868, in the seventy-seventh year 
of his age. He was born in North Carolina, 
April 15, 1790; was born of God in 1810; was 
licensed to preach, and joined the Virginia Con- 
ference at Baltimore, Md., in 1814. In this 
Conference he preached for a number of years; 
then he was local for awhile, and removed to 
Tennessee, where he joined the Tennessee Con- 
ference, and traveled for a number of years ; 
thence he was transferred to the Memphis Con- 
ference, where he labored most faithfully and 
acceptably until his death — having preached the 
gospel fifty-four years. Father Ellis had early 
learned that “ Methodism is Christianity in ear- 
nest,” and he ever lived, after the strictest sort, 
a Methodist. He seemed always to be in a 
holy atmosphere — his conversation was truly in 
heaven. He trained his family in the ways of 
holiness and truth; nor was this training lost 
upon them. Three of his sons became preachers 
of the gospel. He was a man of great industry 
and untiring energy — universally esteemed, 
where he lived and labored most. In his last 
illness, he constantly affirmed that “all was 
well.” Thus, as a conqueror over the power 
and fear of death, he passed away, after a long 
and useful life, to the bosom of God. 

James Gaines died near Kossuth, Miss., Sept. 
16, 1868. He was born May 9, 1799, in Abbe- 
ville, S. C. ; embraced religion in 1818, and 
joined the Methodist Church. He was appointed 
class-leader in 1819; was licensed to exnort in 
1820, and to preach in 1821. He was ordained 
a deacon in 1833, and joined the Tennessee Con- 
ference in 1837, in which he traveled eleven 
years. In 1848, he was transferred to the Mem- 

S his Conference, where he traveled the Morgan’s 
reek Mission, Decaturville Circuit, Rienzi Cir- 
cuit, and the Ripley District. After this, his 
health failed, and he was made a supernumerary 
preacher. He, however, always labored in the 
work of the ministry as much as he could — 
though he had to do so under much bodily 
affliction. He was ever instant in season and 
out of season. He was a minister of universal 
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influence, loved by all denominations of Chris- 
tians; and though he had but little education, 
he was a great preacher — possessing naturally 
more than ordinary oratorical powers. The 
thousands to whom he ministered were charmed 
by his eloquence, and often supposed him to be 
a fine scholar. He was afflicted with paralysis 
for nearly three years before his death, and it is 
said of him that he attended Church as long as 
he could sit in his chair. Brother Honnoll tes- 
tifies that he was with this man of God often 
during his last illness, and saw him standing 
upon the last battle-field, a victorious soldier, 
giving out notes of triumph, which were heard 
distinctly, even above the storm on the waters 
of death. He had the blessing of a clear and 
active mind during his dying hours. He re- 
peated much of God’s word, and much sacred 
poetry, to those around his dying bed. He said 
that lie had brighter manifestations of God’s 
presence with him then than he ever had before, 
eclaring that he stood on Pisgah’s top, without 
an intervening cloud to dim the beauty of his 
heavenly home.' He said to those around him, 
“ Tell my brethren of the Conference, all is well 
with me.” His last testimony was given by re- 
peating those beautiful lines :

Jesus can make a dying bed 
Feel soft as downy pillows are; 

While on his breast I lean my head, 

And breathe my life out sweetly there. 



Hr. Jones, of our Conference, says that Brother 
Allen was for several weeks standing upon the 
banks of the last river, and seemed to catch the 
gleam of the shores beyond, and that, full of 
faith and holy joy, he waited for his angel es- 
cort; and when the hour came, it was a scene 
of holy triumph. As members of the Confer- 
ence, and fellow-laborers with him in the min- 
istry, we will cherish his memory in our hearts’ 
best affections. Brother Allen’s last words to 
his brother, George Allen, in whose arms he 
died, were, “All is clear ahead, brother.” Of 
him we may justly and truthfully record, in the 
words of inspiration, “ Blessed are the dead who 
die in the Lord.” 



David J. Allen was born in Charleston, S. 
C., Aug. 24, 1808; was converted to God in his 
nineteenth year, joined the South Carolina Con- 
ference in 1829, and was appointed to Yellow 
River Circuit, in Georgia. His after-appoint- 
ments in this Conference were Hollow Creek 
Circuit, Georgetown Station, Pedee Circuit, Che- 
raw Station, Charlotte Station, and again at 
Georgetown Station. He located, on account of 
ill health, in the spring of 1836, and immigrated 
to the Western District of Tennessee, where he 
remained local until the fall of 1840, when he 
joined the Memphis Conference at its first ses- 
sion, and remained a member, with the exception 
of a short period in Arkansas, until his work 
was done. He filled many important appoint- 
ments among us, and filled them acceptably, and 
was twice a delegate to the General Conference. 
When his health became too feeble for the itine- 
rant work, he engaged in the work of teaching. 
He was a good scholar ; his knowledge of general 
literature was extensive and always accurate. 
His well-trained mind and habits of thought 
made him valuable in the business of our Con- 
ference-sessions. He was in Memphis in the 
performance of pastoral work during the war, 
and was unflinching in the discharge of duty 
through all the time of that trying oraeal. After 
the war, his health gave way continually, yet 
be preached frequently and very effectively. 
Especially was there a pathos ana fervency in 
his prayers, which was felt by all in his congre- 
gations. His last illness was protracted through 
many weary weeks of suffering, yet his visitors 
could testify that the chamber where the good 
man meets his fate is on the verge of heaven. 



J. W. McIver was horn Sept. 19, 1835; pro- 
fessed religion in 1858; joined the Memphis 
Conference in 1861, and filled the Chulahoma 
and Good Springs Circuits. Then he joined the 
Confederate Army, in which he sustained the 
character of soldier and preacher faithfully until 
the ciose of the war. In 1865 and 1866, he was 
appointed to the Richland and Cassida Circuits. 
In the fall of 1867, he was appointed to the Iuka 
Circuit, where he did the full work of an itine- 
rant. He suffered nothing to separate him from 
his duty. The work of the ministry was his de- 
light. He periled every thing, even life itself, 
to give the gospel to his people. Through ex- 
posure to the bitter cold of the last winter, he 
brought upon himself the sickness which ended 
his life. He died suddenly, of congestion, while 
on his way to an appointment, in tne house of a 
stranger, Jan. 17, 1868. Our Brother Mclver 
was a very promising young preacher, much be- 
loved by all the people where he preached, and 
it is with feelings of deepest sadness that we re- 
cord his early death. Though he left no words 
of cheer and comfort to us in his dying hours, 
yet the even tenor of his pious and useful life 
supplies to our hearts every ground of hope. 
Let us as his brethren be admonished, by his 
sudden death, to be, as he was, ready, for in 
such an hour as we think not we may be called 
hence.

Hartwell H. Brown. 1. 
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Hartwell Harwell Brown was a native 
Virginian, and was connected with a large and 
respectable family. His father removed to Giles 
county, Tenn., in the early part of the present 
century. Here young Brown was educated in 
the best schools of the country. In the great 
revival of religion which swept over the West 
in 1817 and 1818, Hartwell was converted, and 
united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
He immediately gave evidence that he was 
called to the work of the ministry, and in the 
autumn of 1818, he was admitted on trial in the 
Tennessee Conference, with his brother, Sterling 
C. Brown, Robert Paine, Thomas Maddin, and 
others. He gave much promise at the begin- 
ning, and in a few years rose to eminence, and 
occupied a large space as a zealous and able 
preacher. He filled several of the most impor- 
tant appointments in the Conference. After a 
few years, he was married to Miss Hernden, of 
Columbia, Tenn. Unfortunately, he felt it to be 
necessary for him to locate, to look after his 
temporal interests, determining, at the same time, 
to return soon to the pastoral work. He was 
possessed of a handsome fortune, and went to 
farming, and then to merchandising, and in the 
course of a few years, failed in business, and 
lost all his property. Under these discouraging 
circumstances, lie looked earnestly to the minis- 
try once more; but, alas! his embarrassments 
for years, would not allow him to reconsecrate 
himself to God. Temptations beset him, and 
his feet well - nigh slipped ; but God in mercy 
sent him deliverance, and in his declining years 
he again found a place among his brethren, and 
seemed happy that he might spend the remain- 
ing years of his life in laboring to cultivate Im- 
manuel’s land. He filled various appointments in 
the Conference, and was in a measure useful, but 
it was the sorest grief of his life that he ever 
abandoned the pastoral work to engage in tem- 
poral pursuits, and he warned his younger breth- 
ren to avoid the rock on which he split. For 
two or three years before his death, he was su- 
perannuated, and, in a great measure, lost his 
mind. Continuing in this state of insanity, he 
gradually sank under the power of disease, 
and died in 1868. Brother Brown was of ro- 
bust person, had a fine voice, and agreeable 
manner in the pulpit. His sermons, in his 
palmy days, were full of thought, and delivered 
often with much power. He sleeps at Pettys- 
ville, Limestone county, Ala., having left a 
widow, several children, and many friends to 
mourn his loss.

M. R. Anthony was born in Jackson county, 
Ohio, Feb. 12, 1823. He joined the M. E. 



Church at the age of eighteen. Early in boy- 
hood, he was deeply impressed with the burden 
of the gospel ministry. His conviction of this 
responsible duty was clear and satisfactory. He 
was married Dec. 12, 1844; and, cheered on by 
the brightening hopes and prospects of life, im- 
migrated to Missouri in April, 1846. Not long 
after this, he linked his destiny with the M. E. 
Church, South. He entered upon his career as 
an itinerant in the year 1851, which connection 
he uninterruptedly held, with the exception of 
a short time, until the day of his death, though 
for a number of years on the non-effective list. 
He served as pastor in different charges in the 
St. Louis Conference, and at one time filled a 
term as Presiding Elder of Cape Girardeau Dis- 
trict. About the 1st of April, he left his home 
in Charleston, Mo., with a view to take work in 
Western Missouri, and in the hope that his 
wasted health might be repaired by his escape 
from the swamps of the Mississippi, where he 
had been living for about a half- score years. 
He was accompanied West by the Rev. W. M. 
Pitts, then on a visit to his family. Soon he 
became as helpless as a child. His family 
reached him a few w«eks before his death. All 
through his illness, he was subject to mental 
aberrations which precluded the satisfaction of 
the testimony of triumph which would otherwise 
have been given in the hour of his departure. 
When at himself, he was cheerful and hopeful. 
His first effort at housekeeping was begun by 
prayer, nor would he leave home for circuit or 
district without first calling the loved ones 
around the family altar. He was a good man, 
and his end was peace. He died June 18, 1868,

Daniel A. Leeper. 1. 

D. A. Leeper was born in Hopkins county, 
Ky., March 15, 1819, (his father came to Mis- 
souri the following fall,) and died in Chillicothe, 
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Mo., at his residence, March 14, 1868, in the 
twenty-seventh year of his ministry. We have 
seen many men die, and have heard the last 
words of many departing Christians, but seldom 
one like this good man. After a long and pain- 
ful illness of forty-two days, endured without a 
murmur or complaint, he came down to the last 
river and looked across without a fear or shud- 
der. He always expressed the most perfect read- 
iness for the final hour — that resignation which 
nothing but a life of piety and an habitual ex- 
ercise of faith in God can give. Brother Leeper 
began the ministry in 1841, and since that time 
hehas been a man of but one work ; and through 
privations and hardships he has gone, preaching 
the gospel to many thousands, and seeing scores 
and hundreds brought to Christ through his 
efforts. He was Presiding Elder for sixteen 
years consecutively. How he performed that 
office, the preachers who shared his trials and 
rejoiced with him in their success, are still living 
to testify. He has often been honored with a 
seat in the councils of his Church, being a mem- 
ber of the General Conference in 1854 and 1858, 
and was also elected a delegate to the General 
Conference in 1862, which was to meet in New 
Orleans. On first being taken ill, he said to his 
wife that on preaching his last sermon he was 
greatly blessed. The text was, “ On this rock I 
will build my Church, and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it ; ” but he said a voice had 
been saying to him ever since, “ Come home ; your 
work is done; you have suffered enough.” He 
said to Brother Dockery, ten hours before his 
death, “ I am so happy ! ” And when told that 
he was dying, he said, “ I am falling asleep in 
Jesus.” Brother Cope asked him if he had any 
message for the preachers. He said, “ Tell them 
to raise the gospel standard high.” He took 
hold of his Brother James’s hand, and said, 
« Bless God ! I see the heaven of heavens above 
me, and I will soon be there.” He said also, 
“ My calling as a preacher of the gospel is a glo- 
rious mission. I have suffered greatly, but I now 
begin to see my reward and my crown." To his 
faithful physician— Dr. Poindexter — he said, “ I 
thank you for your kindness, but all we can do 
now is to meet in heaven.” He then exclaimed, 
“ 0 my dear wife and children ! ” It was won- 
derful, as we stood around his bed, expecting to 
see him breathe his last, to behold a calm, beau- 
tiful smile lighting up his pallid countenance. 
I asked him if he felt that God was with him : 
he answered in the strongest affirmative, that 
he did, and added, “ This is the sweetest moment 
of my life ” I asked if the heavenly hosts 
were coming to meet him. He said, “ They are 
already here — father, mother, Alice, Martha, 
and others he named. He said also, “ Such rev- 
elations I never could have conceived of.” 
After a time, he roused up a little, and then said, 
“ Why, I thought I should have been in heaven 
before now. I thought once I was there. 
Heaven, my friends, is no fancy, but as real as 
the soul and body. While it was only as the 
twilight, I could see ahead, and I saw tne great 
white throne of God, and the redeemed around 
it. I heard the music of their songs, and 



saw a hand beckoning me to come home.” He 
said he recognized many friends there he once 
knew on earth. He told his wife he knew it 
was hard on her, but God would take care of 
her and the children. He told her to trust in 
God and not be afraid, and it would be right. 
He said to a relative who stood at the foot of 
the bed, “ Sam. Law, I always loved you — meet 
me in heaven.” All the time he talked, the 
most beautiful smile played over his counte- 
nance. When his brother came, he said, “ John, 
I am glad to see you again before we meet under 
the tree of life.” To another he said, “ I am 
about to be off.” Being asked, “Are you ready ? ” 
his answer was, “Yes, I am ready;” and soon 
fell asleep in Jesus.

James C. Beckham. 1. 

James Christopher Beckham was born in 
Orange county, N. C., Nov. 15, 1833, and removed 
with his father to Maury county, Tenn., in 1836. 
There his father died in 1838. In 1844, his wid- 
owed mother removed to Marion county, Ark. 
Brother Beckham embraced religion in July, 
1846, and joined the M. E. Church, South. In 
1854, he was licensed to exhort, at Bluff Spring 
Camp-ground, by the Rev. John Carr, P. E. On 
July 5, 1856, he was licensed to preach, by the 
Bentonville Quarterly Conference, the Rev. John 
S. McCarver, preacher in charge, and the Rev. 
Lewis P. Lively, P. E. The same year he was rec- 
ommended to the Arkansas Conference, and was 
received on trial at Batesville, Bishop Pierce 
presiding. He was appointed to the Newton 
Mission, where he labored faithfully. In 1857, 
he was sent to the Helena Circuit as junior 
preacher, Brother G. A. Dannelly, preacher in 
charge; in 1858, to Bentonville; in 1859, to 
Clarendon — during which year he married Miss 
Lydia M. Foster, who now mourns his loss. In 
1860, he located ; in 1862, he was employed, by 
the Rev. R. H. Dodson, P. E. of the Helena Dis- 
trict, as preacher in charge of Helena Circuit, and 
was continued as a supply the following year, 
by the Re v. E. T. Jones, P. E, In 1 865, he re j oined 
the Conference, at Jonesboro, and was again ap- 
pointed to the Helena Circuit, and reappointed 
in 1866, but the following winter was compelled, 
through failing health, to resign his work. At 
Dover, in 1867, he took a supernumerary rela- 
tion, and on March 8, 1868, he exchanged mor- 
tality for life. He was a good and useful preacher, 
was highly esteemed on his work, and was suc- 
cessful until his health failed. His death was 
joyous, triumphant.

William P. Ratcliffe, E. L. Crowson. 2. 



William P. Ratcliffe was born in Williams- 
burg, Va., Feb. 18, 1810. His parents were 
pious, and in early life instilled religious princi- 
ples into their son. His earthly father he 
claimed as his spiritual father. He was con- 
verted to God in Obion county, Tenn., in 1832 ; 
was admitted into the traveling connection in 
the fall of 1834; was transferred from the Ten- 
nessee Conference to Arkansas, two years prior 
to the organization of the Arkansas Conference ; 
was admitted into full connection with that 
Conference at its first session, which convened 
at Batesville, in 1836; was married to Miss 
Mary Cummins, at Little Rock, where he was 
stationed that year. More than thirty years he 
labored faithfully to build up all the interests 
of our Church in Arkansas, nearly all the while 
in the regular work, filling circuits, stations, and 
districts. Always promptly at his post and faith- 
ful to his work, success attended his labors 
wherever he went. A plain, practical, earnest 
preacher, a zealous and devoted adherent to all 
the doctrines of Methodism, he fully subscribed 
to all our laws and regulations. He was a man 
of strong faith, nourished by constant, earnest 
prayer. Of him it may be truly said, “ He 
went about doing good.” He was appointed 
Bible Agent in 1866, at our Conference at Arka- 
delphia — and none ever had a better. Truly 
may it be said of him, “ He died at his post. 
In the village of Mount Ida, Montgomery county, 
he closed his earthly career, May 1, 1868. His 
end was peace. 

Elijah L. Crowson was converted in his twen- 
tieth year, and was shortly afterward licensed 
to preach. He remained for many years in a 
local sphere, but could not be content with that 
relation, and although he had a large and grow- 
ing family on his hands, he felt constrained, by 
the high and imperative claims of duty, to offer 
his services to the Little Rock Conference. He 
was admitted on trial in Washington, in 1854 — 
the first session of that Conference. He con- 
tinued to do efficient work till the beginning of 
the war. During the war his labors were some- 
what circumscribed. In 1866, he was appointed 
to the Plumb Bayou Circuit, and did a faithful 
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ear’s work, although most of the time he la- 
ored under great bodily affliction. At our last 
Conference he was granted a superannuated re- 
lation. He lingered on the shores of time till 
Jan. 3, 1868, when the Master called him from 
labor to rest. He was an humble, faithful, un- 
pretending preacher of the gospel, exceedingly 
modest — even timid: the world never knew 
half the value of the man. He was consistent — 
lived in sweet communion with God.

sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. R. S. Fin- 
ley, from Matt. xxv. 21, to a large and deeply- 
interested audience. 



Asbury H. Shanks was born in South Caro- 
lina in 1808. He made a profession of religion 
in Barker county, Ala., in 1830, and joined the 
Methodist Church, and the ensuing year en- 
tered the itinerant ministry. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Emory, in 1833, and elder by 
Bishop Soule, in 1835. During this year he 
was married to Miss Rebecca Wade, who was 
admirably adapted to fill the place of an itine- 
rant minister’s wife. He did active work a3 a 
traveling preacher in Alabama and Mississippi 
fourteen years, when failing health induced him 
to locate. Turning his attention to the study of 
law, he went to Lexington, Ky., and graduated 
in the law department of Transylvania Univer- 
sity, under the presidency of the lamented Bas- 
com. In 1849, he came to Texas, remained a 
few months in Marshall, and then located in the 
town of Rusk, and engaged in the practice of 
law. He did not, however, abandon his calling 
as a minister of the gospel, but continued to 
preach as he was able. He was readmitted into 
the itinerancy in connection with the East Texas 
Conference, in 1858, and was appointed to the 
Rusk Circuit ; but his health rapidly declined, 
and he was only able to attend to the work for 
a few months. At the next session of the Con- 
ference he was granted a superannuated relation, 
which he held until death. He succeeded well 
at the bar. Endowed by nature with a clear 
and discriminating mind, he readily perceived 
the strong points in a case, which he brought 
out and stated with great force. In the practice 
of his profession of law he never compromised 
his ministerial character. He was strictly con- 
scientious in every thing he did. The welfare 
of the Church was always nearest his heart. 
He was afflicted to know that some of his breth- 
ren could not well understand how he should be 
able to practice law, and make long speeches 
before a jury, and not be able to preach more 
than he did ; but such was the fact, and it pos- 
sibly admits of a rational explanation. In 
making an argument to the court or jury, the 
intellect alone is taxed; but in preaching the 
gospel, the sense of responsibility felt by the 
true minister, overwhelms the nervous system, 
and exhausts its energies. In his case this ex- 
haustion produced a chronic disease of the kid- 
neys, which was always aggravated by preach- 
ing; and the attack of sickness which finally 
proved fatal, was brought on by a pulpit effort 
during a protracted-meeting. He was a most 
highly-esteemed and influential citizen, and his 
death is lamented as a public calamity. He was 
a preacher of great power, a sound theologian, 
and probably the ablest defender of the doc- 
trines of our Church in Eastern Texas. He 
bore his last illness — which was protracted 
. through seventeen weeks — with unusual forti- 
tude, and finally died Oct. 20, 1868, happy and 
triumphant, in the full assurance of a blissful 
immortality. A Royal Arch Mason, he was 
buried with Masonic honors, and his funeral- 



Joseph Bond was born in Stokes county, N. C., 
July 9, 1814. He emigrated with his parents 
to Henderson county, Tenn. Here he made a 
profession of saving faith in Christ, and was 
licensed to exhort in the M. E. Church. He re- 
moved to the State of Missouri, and in 1844, 
took license to preach, and being employed by 
the Rev. E. Perkins, took charge of a circuit, 
after which he united with the itinerant minis- 
try, in which we find him doing noble service in 
the St. Louis Conference, both as a circuit 
preacher and Presiding Elder, until 1863, when 
the situation of the country under the ravages 
of war, and the condition of his family, com- 
pelled him to obtain a superannuated relation, 
which he sustained until the year 1865, when 
he was transferred to this Conference, and 

E laced in charge of San Augustin Circuit. Here 
e labored faithfully, and seemed to surmount 
the embarrassments through which he had 
passed. In 1867, he was Presiding Elder of 
Crockett District, where his brethren accord to 
him the honor of fidelity and usefulness. At 
the close of the year, he was reappointed to 
Crockett District. But in the midst of his labors 
he was seized with congestion of the brain, and 
died in Moscow, Texas, Dec. 27, 1867.

David Stanford was born in Pike county, 
Ohio, Dec. 14, 1817. He died at his residence, 
near Clay City, Clay county, 111., April 1, 1868. 
He united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
near the close of the year 1825, as a seeker of 
religion. A short time after uniting with the 
Church, he professed to have obtained salvation 
from sin. He was licensed to exhort Sept. 29, 
1838; was licensed to preach July 10, 1841 ; and 
in the fall of the same year he removed to Clay 
county, 111., where he lived, faithfully exercis- 
ing his talents as a preacher of the gospel. In 
due time he was ordained to the offices of dea- 
con and elder. Brother Stanford was a man of 
more than ordinary talents, a true Christian, 
and a successful minister of the gospel. He en- 
dured more than ordinary trials, especially 
during the last years of his earthly pilgrimage. 
He loved the Church of his early choice ; but a 
few years previous to his death, he found it nec- 
essary (in order to promote his own religious 
interest) to change his Church-relations ; conse- 
quently, in the fall of 1865, he entered the trav- 
eling connection of the Christian Union Church, 
now in connection with the M. E. Church, South. 
Amid all his trials he looked alone to that God 
from whom he had so often obtained deliverance. 
When the last summons came, he was found 
ready and at his post. In his last illness he suf- 
fered much, but looked calmly to his approach- 
ing exit. After giving advice in reference to his 
temporal affairs, and in regard to his burial — 
requesting Brother J. W. Westcott to preach 
his funeral discourse from Acts xiii. 36 — he then 
bid adieu to earthly things, and calmly passed 
away from the shores of time to enjoy eternal 
happiness around the throne of God on high.
